A GOLDEN STOREHOUSE.

Within the next five years gold

" mining will assume an importance in

the Norlhwest never hefore accorded
that most exeiting of pursuits. The
beginning of this new era is already
here. The immense district north of
Spokane is attracting world.wide at-
tention. The North Fork of the
Coeur d’Alenc is again coming to the
front with mines of fabulous richness,
lending oce to hope that the vast
storehouse from which the placers of
Prichard creek were enriched, bas at
last been discovered.

Miping has always been looked
upon as a speculative pursuit, and
such, under the old methods, it bas
been. Science has chapged all this.
Refractory ores, the bane of the old-
time miner, are now eagerly sought,
for the secret of extracting the prec-
ious minerals from them hss been
discovered. Iron pyrites, alone.
were enough to make the old miner
toss the ore aside, no matter how
rich it might prove to be under the
blow pipe, because the pulp assay
wouid show nothing. This has been
changed, and Le Roi and other of
the great mines along the border, are
all refractory ores, being composed
of 1ron and copper sulphurets. There
are wild-cat schemes yvet. as there will
always be, but the conservatlive busi-
ness man can now find opportunity to
invest in mines purchased by men
who know their values, worked on
scientific prinsiples, and economically
managed.

The business has become legitimate,
and with its wvast possibilities for
wealth, and quickly-scquired wealth
at that, it is aftracting more and more
attention every year. It iz no longer
gambling; no longera passing over
of vast sums to strangers to do what
they pleased with and report only to
each other.

We predict for the Northwest a
mining boom that is going to be u
precedented, and that is going to
show to the world that not in Africa,
bat in Oregon, Washinglon and
Idabo, is the great golden storehouse
o the world.

THE OPULENT STRAWBERRY.

The prospects for an immense
strawberry crop at Hood River,
Mosier and The Dalles were never
hetier, although the season may be a
trifie late. The incresse in acreage
is most noticable at Hood - River,
thoogh it hass been increased here.
There the area has ‘been increased
fully one-ha[r./ and this year it 1§
quite probable that three, and per-
haps four, carloads a day will be
shipped. We have heard fears ex-
pressed that the market will be over-
stocked. We do not believe it. We
heard the same thing when the ship-
ments from Hood River reached
2500 crutes a year; yet last year that
much was shipped in five days and
the demand was not met. Omaha,
St. Puunl, Kansas City and Denver
cap almost take up the entire crop,

Dressed In Male Attire, 8he Heolped BEob
Sheep Camps.

Miss Christiana Lecaff, who recently
came to the city, relates a wonderful
story of her life and adventures, egys
the Walla Walla Statesman. A few
weeks ago Miss Lycall ceme to Walla
Walla aunder the pame of Mrs. Aona
McDonald, for medicsl treatment. Bhe
had been working for several months
past, eo she states, for a Mr. E. V.
Pence, near Waitsburg, until her failing
health compelled her to come to this
city. She attended tho Salvation Army
meetings, which resnlted 1o her conver-
sion a week ago Saturday evening.
Since that time she has been  burdened
with the conviction that, to be entirely
free from gin, she would have to make a
fall confession of her nomerous mis-
deeds. Miss Lecaff made thiseonfession
to the army officers, and related her ex-
periences to a Statesman reporter,
which is better told in her own way:

I was not quite 15 vears of age when 1|
ran away from home with a Mr. Mc-
Donald. My home was in Cariton,
Mont., in the Bitter Root wvalley. I lelt
home with McDonald beeause 1 expected
to find life easier. My father made me
work oot on bis farm, and did not give
me the sdvanteges of schooling that &
girl of my age should have had. Mvw
stepmother, too, abused me, and when
MeDonsld, one of my father's hired
men, suggested that we run sway., I
naturally supposed he meant for us to|
get married, and I.agreed to go with
bim, This was in 1802: We went away,
but were never married, and for the first
year after leaving home wes wandered |
from place to place in Montana. I
donned male attire, and we made our
living the.first vear by robbing sheep
camps. Once MeDonald planned to rob
an old map in the mountajns. We
carried ont the plane, but did not get
much for onr trouble, A wateh, that
MeDonald afterward sold for $30, a fins
overcoat worth §50, a saddle, s ‘fine re-
volwer and several dollars was .all we |
got. MecDonald held a revolver to the
olil man’s head, while he was ﬁngza-d
This robbery occarred in the old
bacbelor’s hut, and we were never ar-
rested for the crime. This was the big-
geet baul we ever made, and the revol-
ver was given to me by McDopald. We
burglarized two houses in Migsoula,
Mont., and were arrested on suspicion
for one of the borglaries, bnt escaped
conviction.

I gave birth to my oldest child in the
poorhonse at Helena in 1803, and there
McDonald and I were arrested. Moc-
Donald hired an attorney to defend us,
giving him a bill of sale of some horses
we had near Helens for his pay. The
lawyer encceeded in securing eour ac-
quittal, and then advised us to leave on
the first train. We left, and, getting off

the horses were, we took them with ns.
Our robberies were confined to Montana,
and since coming to Washington we
have done nothing wrong outside of liv-
ing together without being married. In
the spring of 1885 Mé¢Donald and I came
to Walla Walla from Anatone. I wasin
e:or health, and came here to be treated.

e attended the Adventist campmest-
ing then in session here, and both be-
ecame converted, bot 1 don't think it was
genoine, My youngest child was born
here about 16 months sgo, and is now in
care of a Mre. Gantenbein, of this city.
I have three ehildren living.

But meanwhile
nothng had been heard from the sul-
tan or his agents and the New York
y lumbtier dealers did not fancy being
Leld  responsible for charges upon
goods which were not yet paid for.
